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conſulted the Happineſs of his own Perſon, his Children, and SubjeQs, as not to have 

deſerted his Kingdomes, but to have treared and complied with the Frince of Orange, 
who (1 believe) came not to demand the Icalt thing Unreafonable. Bur ſince he is gone, and 
another Governour mult be ſought for, 

I. 1 could 11:/þ, That the Prince of Orarge's Title had not been ſo far Diſtant from the 
Crown: And that rot only becauſe He has with the greateſt Toy], Hazard, and Expence fo 
generouſly undertook (and, I1hope, compleated) our Deliverance from the very worſt of 
Slavery and Eondazez but alſo becauſe I helieve Him to be a Perſon for Virtue, Goodneſs, 
Courage, Condit, and all orher Princely Qualifications moſt ht to Govern, 

IL, 1 could W:4b, that for theſe High Services and Merits, an aniwerable Recompence 
might ſoon be thought of, and made to His Royal Highneſs. But then what 1s there in this 
World that can truly anſwer them ? Svrely thefe 1 hree great and flouriſhing kingdomes will 
never ſufficiently requite ſuch wonderful Deſert. However 

IV. I could Ws/!, "That ſome Men who now ſeek to requite Fim with the Crown, would 
conſider whether they do not at laſt requite Him with the grezteſt 2 front and Injury. For 
whilſt they pietend to Bcſtow or Give it, they do indeed confront the very Words of the 
Prince's own moſt Gracious Declaration, wherein he aſſures Us that He came to preſerve the 
Right of Succeſſion. Now the Giving of ir (I preſume) muſt Suppoſe it to be in their Power 
or Diſpoſal; and ſo it ſhall become meerly Eleftive, which will quite deſtroy the Right of 
Succeſſion that He by Promiſe has engaged Himſelf to maintain. And then if there be any 
Tuch thing as a Right of Succeſſion, whilſt they ſuppoſe that the Prince of Orange will accept 
the Crown from their Hands, they muſt needs ſuppoſe Him to be Unjuſt in receiving thar 
which as yet belongs to atiother, unleſs they can prove that the Two next which ought to 
come in hefore him have any way forfeited their Right. And all this, I think, is no very 
Friendly Requita', Bur this may not prove the worſt yet. For whilſt they break the cou. ſe 
of Succellion by Giving the Kingdome to Him, and make it thus EleQive, they may poſſibly 
do the greateſt Injury both toHim, and his Heirs after Him, though they ſhould bethe Iſſhe 
of his own very Body. For the Son will have no bettera Title thanthe Father: And as no 
Man knows whether his Son ſhall be a wiſe man, or a fes/; ſoif heſhouid ſeem a Fool inthe 
Eyes of a Reigning Parliament or Convention, and not fit to Govern, then what is become 
of his Inheritance ? And fo for the Prince himſelf : ſhould he receive the Crown now as a Gift 
from the Parliament or Convention, and that alſo by their moſt Unanimous Conſent ; yet ſtill, 
I fear, he would not be very ſecure in the poſſeſſion of it. For the Power that gewves may ſoon 
challenge the ſame Power to take away likewiſe. And as the Humours of the Body Natural 
are ſaid to be all changed once in Seven Years, ſo may it be (if not much ſooner alſo) in 
ſuch a Body Politick, Nor c2n this be any ſtrange thing to ſuppoſe, if we conſider the 
Years that are paſt. So that the Prince aſter all (if he receive the Crown by way of Do- 
nation, ! mult be bound up to His Good Behaviour, and have a great careof Provoking or 
D:ſobliging, lcſt the ve. y Donor pretend ſome kind of Forfeiture. Again, ſuppoſe a great 
part of the Three Kingdomcs ſhould be poſleſſed with the Injuſtice of His Title, and appear 
in Earneſt for One whoſe Right it is, who knows but ſuch Struglings and Convulſions may 
_ follow, as my make Him the moſt Unhappy who is doubtleſs the moſt Meritorious among 
Princes ? And therefore for theſc Reaſons, Laſtly 

V. I could W:/yg That the Wiſdome of the Nation at this time Conveen'd, would thinic 
of ſome other way to expreſs their Gratitude to this Moſt Excellent Prince, who under God 
has been Our only Deljverer. And doubtleſs no good Proreſtant can ever think they go too 
far, whilſt they 2& by the Rules of Law and Juſtice, without Subverting the Old Founda- 
. tion. But becauſe after all, nothing that we can do will be a Valuable Compenſation for 
His Merits; | ſhall turn my good Wiſhes into moſt hearty Prayers, begging earneſtly of Ga, 
That he would hecome His Exceeding great Reward, and give Him the Bleſling of Abrab.mm, 
who has been the wonderful Preſerver, as he was the Father of the Faithful ; That he would 
make his Temporal Glory, Joy, and Happineſs great and laſting, and then change it into 
that which is Infinite aa& Eternal.
